Macon, January 19.—There is but little 
known inthis city of the failure of the 
contract between Cole and the Georgia rail- 
roads. The news was first received by a 
private dispatch to General W. 8.

STITUTION. Nothing new has been devel- 
oped. The Central railroad officials know 
nothing of the situation and people are 
mystified. The wildest rumors are afloat. 
i ee by some _ that 
the whole affair was planned from 
the beginning to advance the stocks of the 
Central and Nashville and Chattanooga rail- 
roads and to cheapen the lease of the Macon 
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news when first received by the man- 
agement was an electric shock. It was es- 
pecially unexpected by President Cole who 
had not looked forward to such a result. 
Having accomplished all that was pos- 
sible or desirable to do for his company 
in the organization of a magnificent sys- 
tem of southern railways, he had hoped 
to enjoy a season of rest. y some 
however, it had been feared for several days 
past that the continued stay of Vice-Presi- 
dent .H. Victor Newcomb, the financial 
agent of the Louisville and Nashville and 
Great Southern, and other prominent offi- 
cials in New York, meant mischief. Presi- 
dent Cole, by his able management and 
strategy, had so completely cornered the 
Louisville and Nashville and Great South- 
ern railroad that its managers found them- 
selves either forced to build the Georgia 
Western at a cost of several millions, or 
cover in the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway stock. As the amount of 
stock required to be purchased was about 
$4,000,000, it was cheaper to purchase a con- 
trolling interest even at par than to build 
the Georgia Western. 
The unkindest cut of all was the manner 
in which President Cole’s leading directors 
treated him. They utterly ignored him in 
the transaction. V.K. Stevenson was cri- 
ticised with especial severity. It is gener- 
ally thought that he arranged the “sell 
out,” and thatthe profit he has realized 
must be at least five hundred thousand dol- 
lars.

STANTON’S PLANS, 
Chattanooga Times, 18th. 
A reporter of the Times meeting Colonel

with him concerning railroad matters. In 
answer to our question, inquiring what his 
company, who bid off the Macon and Bruns- 
wick railroad at the sale Novemoer 6th last, 
intended to do, and if they were going to 
surrender to the late purchasers, Colonel 
Stanton replied: ‘‘ No, sir; we intend to 
contend for our rights.

The Embryo Seymour Boom Being Nursed For 
Pall Use—Senator Thurman Throws Ont 
His Bandana—The Three and a-half 
Per Cents—The Grant Boil. 


WasHIncTon, Janvary 19—The committee 
on ways and means spent an hour to-day in 
iscussing Mr. Fernando Wood's three and 
a half per cent refunding bill. The only 
points considered were those in the ‘first 
section of the bill, which relate to the rate 
of interest and the length of time the 
bonds are to run. 

Members of the committee say that there 
is a pretty general assent to the proposition 
that a three anda half per cent. loan can 
be floated, and that there is, therefore, a 
likelihood of this feature of Mr. Wood’, 
bill receiving the support of a majority of 
the committee. The proposition for a fifty- 
year bond is received with less favor, and it 
is quite doubtful whether it will be adopted 
by a majority of the committee. 

In speaking of this feature of the bill to- 
day, a member of the committee said that 
while he does not believe that this genera- 
tion should be called upon to pay the whole 
debt he is not in favor of the government 
tying its own hands so that. it will not be 
able to redeem its bonds for a half century 
tocome. Hecontinued, ‘‘Mr. Wood’s bill 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury to 
exchange on certain terms the 34 per cents 
for any other bonds of the United States 
which bear more than 4 per cent. interest. 
Under this provision the secretary migbt 
exchange the fifty-year bonds for 4% per 
cents. which mature in 1891, and thus tie 


up an additional amount of the debt, say 
$200,000,000.”’ 
The same gentleman said that in his opin- 
ion it would be no harm to postpone the 
enactment of any new refunding law until 
the next session of congress, ‘because there 
areonly $18,000,000 of bonds which mature 
before May, 1881; and these the secretary of 
the treasury expects to be able to provide 
for out of the sinking fund. 
Mr. Wood hiraself said to-day that he is 
gratified to find his bill so well received by 
the members of the committee. He is 
very hopeful of its success. 
General Garfield, who is a member of the 
committee, was absent to-day. He may 
have some strong objections to bring against 
Mr. Wood's plan at the next meeting of the 
committee. General Garfield is understood 
to indorse the opinion of Secretary Sher- 
man that it would be impracticable for the 
government to sell 34 per cents at par. 
Among members of the house, outside of 
the committee on ways and means, there 
seems to be a pretty general feeling in favor 
of Mr. Woods measure. A correspohdent 
has talked witha number of members of 
both parties on the subject. While only a 
few of them have studied the bill in detail, 
most of them approve its main features. 
Mr. Chittenden says that while he thinks 
a 344 per cent loan is practicable, there is 
one feature of Mr. Wood’s bill which is 
dangerous. That is the provision which re- 
quires the secretary of the treasury to pay 
out all coin in the treasury except 25 per 
cent of the amount of legal-tenders in cir- 
culation in the purchase of 5 per cent and 
6 per cent bonds on certain terms, “Un- 
der this section,’ said Mr. Chittenden, ‘‘the 
amount of coin in the treasury will be re- 
duced to about $86,000,000. Of the coin 
reserve now in the treasury, the sum of 
about $50,000,000 is in silver dollars. 
By the time the law could 
go into operation, the amount 
of silver, if its coinage continues at the rate 
of $2,000,000 a month would be about as 
large as the specie reserve required for the 
outstanding legal tenders. I think the sec- 
retary would be compelled to pay gold for 
bonds, and the result would be that the 
treasury would be drained of its gold, and 
nothing but silver would be left with which 
to redeem the greenbacks.”’ Mr. Chittenden 
thinks that if Mr. Wood s bill 1s to become 
a law the coinage.of silver dollars should be 
stopped, 
Mr. Alexander H. Stephens says that he 
is disposed to favor Mr. Wood’s bill, al- 
though he would much prefer that the debt 
should be paid off when it matures under 
the present law. On being asked how this 
could be done, Mr, Stephens replied: ‘We 
ought to have ten more mints, and coin sil- 
ver dollars as rapidly as possible and redeem 
our bonds with them.” 
Mr. Leyi P. Morton has not yet found an 
opportunity to study Mr. Wood’s bill. He 
has remarked that he would be glad to 
know whether Mr. Wood has received’ any 
assurances from capitalists that lead him 
to believe a 314 per cent. loan can be floated. 
He estimated that possibly it might be. 
Among members of the house generally 
there is a feeling that a fifty-year bond 
would deprive the government for too long 
a period of the option of redeeming its 
bonds. A good many members, too, favor 
a 3.65 bond on account of the ease with 
which interest at that rate can be com- 
puted, 
VIEWS OF CONGRESSMEN ON THE SEYMOUR 
BOOM. 

Representatives of the Post have, for some 
time past, been engaged in sounding the 
representatives of the democratic element 
of the people in congress, with an idea of 
ascertaining how deep the Seymour “boom” 
has struck in.

For myself, I have no special prefer- 
ence, but it goes without saying that I 
would give Governor Sey mour a most earnest 
and cordial support should the democra 
of the country select him as their standard- 
bearer in the fall campaign.” 
Senator Benjamin H. Hill, of Georgia, 
said: “Seymouris one of the strongest 
men the party could nominate. I believe 
that with judicious management success is 
certain next time.” 
“You think, then, that Seymour could 
be elected?” : 
“If he would accept the nomination. I 
want it unders , however, that while 
Governor Seymour's nomination would be 
one that I could cordially support, I am for 
the man to be named by the democratic 
national convention.” 
Hon. John C. Nicholls, of the first dis- 
trict, said: “Seymour is my man. [ 
lieve, if nominated, he would be elected. 
My second choice is Sam Randall, of Penn 
sylvania.

Senator Thurman said recently to an ex- 
member of the Ohio legislature that he was 
a candidate for the presidential nomination, 
and in a sense that did not imply only a 
complimentary vote. Just now there isa 
sentiment gaining ground favorable to the 
nomination of Hugh J. Jewitt. Itisclaim- 
ed that he can carry New York, and, being 
an Ohio man, is as strong in that state as 
any other democrat who could be nomi- 
nated. Certainit is that he has strong in- 
fluences at work for him. 


THE AMBULATORY BOOM, 

The Grant managers do not seem to be at 
all alarmed at the attacks made upon the 
third term, or at the threatened German de- 
fection. They sav they mean to nominate 
him and elect him. They believe in the 
theory that if he is nominated all republi- 
cans will vote for him in preference to a 
democrat. 

A letter has been received here from a 
gentleman in east Tennessee, who says 
Judge Baxter of the United States court 
will support Grant if. nominated. The 
writeris on intimate terms with Judge 
Baxter, who is also credited as saying he 
dues not believe Grant will be nominated. 
This latter opinion, it may be said, is gain- 
ing ground here even among Grant’s most 
ardent friends. Of late there have 
been strong expressions of disapproval 
of his nomination by leading republicans 
in congress, who have not heretofore ex- 
pressed themselves so freely on the subject. 
Senator Morrill, for instance, has said that 
it would be a grand mistake to renominate 
Grant, and others, who agree with him, 
have been having informal discussion of 
the advisability of the nomination. These 
discussions are becoming known and have 
considerable effect.

The Grant Boom. 

Our esteemed contemporary, The Na- 
tion, thinks it is safe to predict that be- 
tween now and June all the difficulties 
in the way of General Grant’s nomina- 
tion will increase rather than diminish, 
and that the boom will end, as‘ilt .ended 
in 1876, in a kind of collapse. The edi- 
tor of The Nation may be said to be 
somewhat remote from partisan politics. 
otherwise he would not fail to discover 
that much of the opposition to Grant is 
as purely mechanical as the so-called 
boom itself, perhaps more so. The ma- 
chinery that has been set in motion to 
nominate him, and which now seems 
likely to succeed, is quite powerful 
enough to bring to terms those party or- 
gans which now prcfess to be opposed to 
athird term. In other words, if the edi- 
tor of The Nation could approach near 
enough te the captuin’s tent to discover 
the game of casino going on, he would 
perceive that the opposition to Grant, in- 
stead of being in the interest of the 
principle which warns us against a third 
term, is really in the interest of either 
Sherman or Blaine. It is no less me- 
chanical than the Grant boom itself. 
Let it be demonstrated that the Grant 
interest has absolute control of the 
machinery of the convention, and the 
organs will flock to his standard with the 
most desperate unanimity. Harper’s 
Weekly will make its usual compromise, 
Mr. Curtis will retire to his New Jersey 
bower, and while his editorial page will 
probably not speak in trumpet tones in 
favor of Grant, Mr. Nast’s forcible and 
vigorous pictorial editorials in favor of 
the third term will continue to illumi- 
nate the first page of the Weekly.

‘The Policy of Bitterness. 

The quinine professors of Philadelphia 
are said to be represented at Washington 
by alarge and influential lobby. It is 
their purpose to make a combined and 
desperate effort to reinstate the duty of 
twenty per centum on the salts of quinine. 
Perhaps, after all, we provincials have 
been mistaken in regard to this blood- 
tax business. Perhaps the democratic 
party has committed a grave error of 
policy in repealing the duty. We havea 
financial Bayard—can no quinine Bayard 
be found who, by a neat little resolution, 
based on the original pledge of the gov- 
ernment to the Peruvian bark mills - in 
Philadelphia, will endeavor to unite these 
influential interests with the democracy? 
It may happen that the financial. job will 
successfully accomplish the great results 
which its projectors are predicting, and 
in order that the party may march boldly 
to victory under the golden standard of 
the money-power and: the anti-bilious 
banner of the quinine professors, would 
it not be well for some ambitious demo- 
te come to the rescue of the Vhila- 
delphia blood-suckers. Is there no 
democrat whose integrity is protub2r- 
ant enough to hangthe quinine job upon? 
It ean be defended much more success- 
fully than the legal tender job. The lat 
ter will result injuriously to the whole 
people, while the former will impose a 
tax only upon those who are thoughtless 
enough to be seized with fever. Wedo 
not remember to have seen a more auspi- 
cious opening for some rival of Mr. Bay 
ard to make himself conspicuous. Rival, 
did we say? A coadjutorrather ; forthe 
slogan of the party would then be hard 
money and protected quinine. If such 
things as these be counted as advantages, 
the democrats in congress should not 
allow the preciousopportunity to alip by. 
With the south and the east united 
through the financial job, and the south 
and Philadelphia clasping hands over a 
box of protected quinine pills, the situa- 
tion would indeed be lovely. Let the 
cinchonidian democrat step forth from 
his present obscurity and take his place 
in the picture by the side of Mr. Bayard. 
If the party is to itself bitterly 
on the hard money question, why not 
with bitterness on the quinine question? 

The New York Scheme. 
_ The bill introduced in the New York 
legislature by a Mr. Potter, of Saratoga, 
is exciting the attention of the country. 
It provides that the two electors for the 
state at large shall be chosen by general 
ticket, and the other thirty-three by con- 
gressional districts. This isa very simple 
and a very constitutional scheme, but it 
is also a very important and very base 
one. To meet the demands of an un- 
scrupulous partisanship, the practice of 
forty years is to be changed, not through- 
out the country, but in a particular state. 
As the proposed change did not enter 


-into last fall’s canvass, when the New 


York legislature was elected, it would of 
course be but the vilest sort of usurpa- 


doubtless with the majorities 
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Connecticut, New Jersey and In- 
lack “six “votes” of the numbe 
necessary to elect; but if New York’s 35 
votes are cast for the democratic nomi- 
nees, the vote of Indiana alone, or the 
votes of Connecticut and New Jersey, 
would insure their election. 

No one, therefore, should trust the 
statements thatthe programme will not 
be carried out in New York. The proba- 
bility is, that it will be extended to Con- 
necticut and to any other state that the 
Grant managers—for this is purely a 
scheme in Grant’s interest—may con- 
Secretary Evarts con- 
siders the plan “eminently wise and 
proper,” and ail the indications are that 
the scheme will be consummated. Mr. 
O’Conor says “it cannot be shown that 
any political party ever had such an op- 
portunity and failed to employ it,” and it 
is reasonably sure that the revolutionary 
leaders of the republican party will not 
hesitate. The bill will not, however, be 
immediately passed. The New York leg- 
islature never adjourns until after the 
first of May, and from this time until that 
month they will proceed to harden pub- 
lic sentiment in their party to the change. 
In the last days of the session the bill 
will become a law. They fear, and have 
very good reason to fear, such a confes- 
sion of weakness in New York, and also 
the indignation that will naturally follow 
such an outrage upon the people’s righte. 
They will therefore proceed cautiously, 
but that they will institute the district 
system in at least New York is not to be 
reasonably donbted. It will be done in 
the name of party necessity, and every 
device will be resorted to to stifle the 
publie conscience. _
